Regarding claim 18, applicant argued that Wical does not teach "an Interface allowing the user to specified a set of expanded search 
terms to be associated with the at least one base search term and further allowing the user to specify whether the set of expanded search 
terms should be dynamically linked with the query via a pointer used to identify a source of the set of expanded search terms". On the 
contrary, Wical teaches at least at Fig. 3 a set of expanded search terms (i.e. 620, 630, 645) to be associated with the base search term 
(I.e. 610). Wical also teaches the set of expanded search terms is dynamically linked with the query via a pointer (i.e. arrow) as shown in 
Fig. 3 . The examiner also notes that the phrase "an interface allowing..." does not limit the scope of the claim because any interface 
which does not prohibit the action after "allowing" anticipates this limitation. 

Regarding claim 5, applicant argued that Wical and Getchius fail to teach "obtaining one or more parameters Indicative of a state of an 
environment in which the query is to be executed". On the contrary, Wical teaches at Col. 8 lines 40-47 the steps of receiving "user query 
and mode Information" (i.e. "parameter"), wherein "the mode information selects between a concept knowledge base query, a document 
or factual knowledge base query, or a profile query". The user query and the mode information are then used to obtained the set of 
expanded search terms as discussed above. 
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
